About 1 o'clock this afternoon, an 


explosion of natural g-ns in the car- 
riage shop or" Palmer & Owens, situ- 
ated at the intersection ofthe alleys 
in the center of the block 
that 
is 


uouuded by Spring. Market and Eliza- 
beth streets and the public square, re- 
sulted in heavy damage to the build- 
ing and in injuries to four 
of 
the 


score of men who were in the build- 
ing at the time. 


The gas that rvas the source of the 


explosion is supposed to have been 
natural gas which was turned into t.he 
mains throughout the city this morn- 
ing, 
a fact that was announced by the 


sounding of "8" on the fire bells al 
11:25 
o'clock. It is believed that the 


gas escaped from a main in one of the 
alleys on which the shop is located 
and that it seeped through the earth 
into the excavation beneath the shop 
building until it accumulated to such 
an extent that it'arose through 
the 


ground floor and was there ignited by 
. the fire in one of 
the 
blacksmith's 


forges. 
The men employed in 
the 


building had resumed tneir work after 
the noon hour and were unconscious 
of any danger until, there was a sud- 
den flash and an explosion, the force 
of which broke windows and doors oat 
of the building ani hurled employes 
a»d materials in ev«ery direction. 


The worst injured of the men was 


Robert Owens, a brother of one of the 
proprietors who isf employed ia the 
shop as a blacksmith. His face and 
hautis were bdaly burned and he was 
considerably bruised about the body. 


George Neely, a painter employed 


on the. second floor either fell or jump- 
ed out of a second story window when 
the explosion occurred. 
He escaped 


with slight injuries, ja.s did,also Homer 
Moore and Chas. Thompson, employe's 
who were blown out of the building 
on the lower floor. 


The excelsior, iloor of the shop and 


inflaimible materials became 
ignited 


and the central fire department 
was 


called out. Two streams of water were 
turned on and it was several minutes 
before the flames were extinguished. 
The damage to the stock and 
raat- 


terials in the, shop will be quite hcavy 
but is thought it will be covered by 
the insurance. 


The gas company requests that the 


citizens promptly report any and all 
leaks of gas whether in their homes 
or elsewhere.
